Restoration Of Fertility 


The task of restoririg moisture reserves and resultant fertility of the 
Soll of the prairies is a big one. Tt is quite evidently one which will have to 
be ufidertaken on large scale plan before wide-spread results can be en- 
sured and will have to be carried out on a co-operative basis with the back- 
ing of well matured and carefully thought ont p'ans 

In this column some months ago it was pointed out that deserts can 


be, and sometimes are, made+nade. No one who has been observant and 
has given some consideration to what has been taking place since this 
country was settled who will not contribute to the belief that to some de- 
gree the devastation which has been wrought by dust storms and drought 
on the open prairies in the past few years is attributable to wasteful and 
héeediess méthods of cultivation of the soil 

To what extent lack of moisture which brought about conditions from 
which agriculture has suffered so seriously in the past five or six years 
can be charged up against cultivation methods and other doubtful prac- 
tices is problematical and cannot be scientifically measured, but that the 
severity of the drought was accentuated by such practices is undoubted and 
certainly some of the damage wrought by dust storms could have been 


averted had other methods been pursued 

It may be taken for granted, however, 
irreparable and that adoption of appropriate methods of cu'tivation and 
conservation, intelligently applied, can go a long way towards: avoidance 
of repetition of serious loss and may even, in some instances, improve the 
productivity of the soil. If human agencies can create desert conditions! 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that the same agencies can undo the 
harm which has been caused, though this proc eas of rehabilitation may be 
a lengthy and expensive one 

Some valuable evidence of the feasibility of man-thade plans to restore 
moisture and productivity to the soil was given recently by W. L. McTavish, 
managing editor of the Winnipeg Tribune in an address to the Regina Board 
of Trade when he outlined the satisfactory outcome of a rehabilitation pro- 
ject in Manitoba in the following words: 

“A year ago we damned the outlet where the waters of Lake senniestin! 
descend to Lake Winnipeg. The level of Lake Manitoba was brought back} 
in a year to its former point and then a year later wels in the Portage 
Plains which had become deep wells as the waters of Lake Manitoba re- 
ceded, were brought back to former levels. There were districts in the! 
Portage Plains which had no rainfall last year after the first week in June 
which nevertheless produced good crops. The answer was to be found in 
a higher water table in the subsoil, consequent upon the higher water 
levels of Lake Manitoba. There was moisture underlying the Portage Plains 
last summer and the wheat roots went down and found it,” 

The result of this Manitoba experiment should furnish a lot of consola- 
tion to the people of the prairie provinces. It demonstrates that with 
forethought and the application of understandable scientific principles to 
the problem man can do something more than just sit down sup'nely and 
hope for rain; that Nature will help him who helps himself; that there 
real bope for the future by the application of intelligent action, 

It is true that not all sections of the prairie provinces could be bene-' 
fitted by a project similar to the Lake Manitoba dam scheme, but other | 
projects and other methods are adapted to other districts, as appropriately 
pointed out by Mr. McTavish when he said; 

“We have got to take advantage of every aid we can strip farming, | 
binding grasses, legume crops and everything of that sort that we can use! 
to aid in this work, and we have got to work everlastingly to impound in 
the west every drop of moisture that fal's from the heavens. We must 
impound it by means of dams, we must impound it by means of trees and 
grass lands. We must bring up the water table in the subsoil. We must 
work to conserve moisture by breaking up the drying winds 

"It is a job for the next ten or twenty years, but we should be at it 
with all the energy and all the brain power we can command. We have 
done a good deal towards destroying this western country. Now we have 
the job of reclaiming it.” ‘ 

A good deal has been said recently about governments being urged to 
adopt crop insurance schemes which may or may not be economically feas- | 
ible.

Pertaining To Voyage Of Rescue

Charles Brower, Arctic trader, 
studied faded papers pertaining to 
the voyage‘of the British ship Enter- 
prise in search of the Sir John 
Franklin expedition 87 years ago, 

An Eskimo said he found the can 
on a beach 300 miles east of Point 
Barrow. 

Brower intends to forward the 
papers to the British Admiralty for 
historical purposes, 

H.M.8. Enterprise, commanded by 
Capt Richard Collinson, was one of 
many ships which searched for the 
lost Franklin expedition, last seen in 
1845. The Enterprise was at Point 
Barrow in 1854. ‘ 
_ It was not until 1879-80 the bodies 
of some members of the Franklin ex- 
pedition were found, though proof of 
their deaths was established in 1859 
by possessions returned on H.M.S.

White men have taught Bxkimos | 
how to trap and have improved the 
Arctic natives’ standard of living, 
said Semmier, who was en route to 
visit his mother at Portland, Ore 

“When the white men first went 
into that country the Eskimos had 
only a few traps and did not know | 
much about trapping,” the hardy| 
northerner said. “The white men 
have taught them how to trap and 
now they catch large quantities of 
fur. 

“They depend pretty well on the 
white traders for their supplies, par-| 
ticularly food, and they have become 
accustomed to white men's fare.) 
They do not depend so much on seal 
for their meat supply. ; 

“Those who go inland, however, 
live principally on deer and caribou 
and their principal needs are tobacco, | 
traps and ammunition. In good fur) 
years the Eskimo are ypil off, much 
better off than before the white man | 
came.” 

Semmiler, whose wife and three 
children live with him at one of his! 
posts, 55 miles north of Coppermine, | 
declared one of the vital needs of 
the Western Arctic coast is an in-| 
dependent transportation company | 
to bring supplies to white traders) 
and native trappers.

horse During his absence on this 
| business the trapper had little or no 
j news of what was happening in the 
outer world. Wars might be fought 
and empires “change hands; dear 
ones might pass away; the value of 
} his furs might rise or fall; but he 
had no knowledge of any of these 


things until he reached one of the 
trading posts again. 
To-day, he and his dog team, his 


food supplies and extra clothing 
all that he is likely to need during 
his stay in the wilds—can be carried 
| in the course of a few hours to the 
| locality in which he proposes to 
| work. 


With him, too, he carries a port- 
able radio, which, being set up in 
his temporary home, brings him not 
only the daily news from all parts of 
the world, but current market quota- 
tions on the value of various furs. 
These he receives just as promptly 
as does the trader at his post and 
the city dweller in his home. 

Should he meet with accident, 
such as ia the common risk of his 
trade, he may by means of wireless 
make his predicament known to 
friends and help may be flown to him 
with a minimum waste of time and 
effort. He is as fully cognizant of 
current events as is any comfortably 
housed citizen in one of the big cities. 

And what airplane and radio have 
done for the trapper they have done 
also for the miner, the prospector, 
the timber cruiser and others of their 
kind, and in these ways havé proved 
powerful agents for the advance of 
progress and civilization.-Toronto 
Globe and Mail.

of the same dimensions as the win- 
dow-frame and about a foot 
Into this put the manure.

should be about 18 inches thick when| 


well pressed down. It is held in place 
by the sides of the pit and the frame. 


On top Is placed two inches of light | 


garden soil, preferably mixed with a 
little sand. The window is fitted 
snugly Into place on top and should 
be about nine inches above the soil 
at the front and 15 inches at the 
back to allow rain to run off and also 
to catch the full rays of the sun, At 
the first the soil will heat rapidly, 
but.in about three days it will have 
cooled to around 80 degrees which 
is the proper temperature.

Another Ape-Man 


Skull Of Prehistoric Ape-Man Found 


In South Africa 
The skull of another prehistoric 
ape-man, believed to be between 
50,000 and 100,000 years old, has 
been discovered by Mr. G. Barlow in| 
the Sterkfontein Caves, five miles 


from Krugersdrop, in the ‘Transvaal, | 


Mr. Barlow was blasting near the! 
entrance ‘to the caves at the spot | 
where Dr, Robert Broom, of the) 
Transvaal Museum, found the skull) 
of a prehistorit woman, a near re- | 
lation of. the Taungs ape, which sg 
christened “Transvaalensis,” 

Embedded in the red Bushmen's) 
limestone, Mr. Barlow found the 
skull, which is likely to be of great 
importance to anthopologists. 

While the woman's skull had only 
three teeth, this new discovery’ has a, 
complete set, both upper and lower 
teeth, 

The Transvaalensis men probably 
walked half-upright. They were non- 
forest-anthropoids.. Something more 
than monkeys but less than men, 
they did not climb trees, but made 
caves their homes. 

According to Dr. Broom, it is not 
improbable that the first man evolved 
from this group of manlike apes. 
Thus Africa may be proved to be the! 
cradle of the human race. 

The Transvaalensis man lived in’ 
the Pleistocene Age, thousands of 


elephants roamed Africa. Probably 
these early men ate elephants. 
Possibly they left the primeval 
forests to hunt for food with sticks 
and stones, and took shelter in caves 
when danger threatened. )

,w oman Chemist Searching For Ways 
Of Using Soy Beans 

Dr. Helen Chataway, chemist at 
the National Research Laboratories, 
in Ottawa, has an industrial prob-|

Crystal Palace” during the war when 
it was used for the training of the 
Royal Naval Division.
